At Westerham, Kent, on the see- 
ond day of January, 1727, a baby was 
born who was later to become one of 


the greatest heroes in Canadian his- 


tory. This was James Wolfe. He be- 
longed to a good but not wealthy fam- 
ily. Though never very strong or 
healthy, he determined to be a sol- 
dier. 

He began his career by serving un- 
der his own father at thirteen, «and 
at sixteen he was acting as adjutant 
to a battalion. He took part in’ the 
battles of Dettingen, Falkirk and Cul- 
loden, and was wounded though not 
seriously, at the battle of Lawfeldt. 
He was ordered to go on the expedi- 
tion to Cape Breton with the rank of 
Brigadier General, After a seven 
weeks’ siege they succeeded in captur- 
ing the strong fortress of Louisburg, 
making Wolfe popularly known as the 
hero of Louisburg. 

Pitt, the governor, was now plan- 
ning the capture of the chief strong- 
hold, Quebec. Although Wolfe was 
only thirty-two. because of his remark: 
able ability Pitt, who had been watch- 
ing him, chose him to lead the army 
instead of taking one of the 
officers, 

Wolfe's little army of nine thousand 
went down the St. Lawrence river an] 
tried in vain to climb its steep banks, 
at last they succeeded and \Jontealn, 
the French leader, and his men, could 
do nothing but fight.

There have been many articles writ- 
ten on the proper kind of hand with 
which to take out partner’s no-trump, 
second hand having passed, but very 
few have emphasized the clement of 
distribution, They tell you the kind of 
hand you must hold in hearts or spades 
to justify the take-out, but they neglect 
to mention the rest of your cards. No 
rule for a take-out is sound or complete 
that doesn’t take into account the dis- 
tribution of the entire hand, Suppose, 
for example, your partner bids one no- 
trump, second hand passes, and you 
hold one of the following hands:
